year

sure the schools being conducted the 
full time but without continuing the 
domestic science and manual tram 
mg aepaitments in the high school 
as these had been eliminated b\ the

It has long been called the 


"wont paid profession" and there Is 
no doubt that the teacher must sacri- 
fice any hopes of a great Income, BOW- 
•r«r eminent he or she may become. 


Tet there Is no profession of a more 


vital Importance than teaching, and 
the teacher should be treated as, and 
receive the remuneration of, a valua* 
ble member 
of society. Teaching 


should be made attractive, and every 
means that could Induce people of 
talent, force, energy and charm to 
take up teaching should be used as a 
matter of course, since the community 
a bound to benefit. 


There are some who say that the 


vacations of teachers are longer than 
In the other professions, and this Is 
so. But the work Itself Is extremely 
fatiguing; even with the long vaca- 
tions, many teachers break down In 
what should be the prime of life. 
Then these vacations are often cur- 
tailed by summer work and extension 
work. 


Teaching in America is largely In 


the hands of women. It is woman's 
duty to see that teaching Is brought 
to its highest efficiency, and that it Is 
made attractive to the- right people. 
Teaching must be better paid or the 
men and women who are most needed 
as teachers will go Into other work.

ISCOVERT of the fact that 
the word "tragedy" ts a 


compound of two Greek words 
meaning "goat" and "song," and 
that a literal translation of the 
original term would be "a song 
of the goat," throws but little 
light upon the modem use of 
the word, until one examines 
the custom In vogue in ancient 
Greece, particularly in connec- 
tion with the production of 
tragedies. 


Here, though, we find that the 


goat played a central role In 
these entertainments. Not only 
was one of the animals offered 
as a price for the best perform- 
ance by the actors but, because 
the goat Is very partial to eat- 
ing grape-vines, and therefore 
an enemy of Bacchus—the pa- 
gan god of wine In whose honor 
the festivals were held—one of 
then! was sacrificed at each pro- 
duction of a tragedy. 
Further 


to carry out the simile, the ac- 
tors were dressed for the most 
part 
In goat skins, 
because 


many of them posed as mar- 
tyrs, a custom from which we 
obtain our word "satirical." The 
singing of a solemn, melancholic 
song was the signal for the sac- 
rifice of the goat, and it is be- 
cause of this connection that we 
apyly the word "tragedy" to 
something which is extremely 
sad, whether on the stage or in 
everyday life.

The Kabyles of northern Africa ar« 


an independent people—as mountain 
dimbers are apt to be. They are not 
Arabs, and are far superior In hon- 
esty and integrity to the Arabs ot 
Algeria. 


Kabyle women go unveiled and en- 


Joy considerable freedom. The peo- 
ple as a whole are said to be de- 
scended from north European races, 
perhaps remotely the same 
from 


which came the ancestors of our own 
Pilgrim Fathers. 
They are white, 


fresh-skinned folk, often blonde. 


At one time they were Christians. 


Now, although they are nominally 
Mohammedans, they still retain many 
Christian customs, and their legends 
abound in curious distortions of Bible 
tales. 


They have a peculiar version as 


to how Eve came to eat the apple. 
The serpent asked Eve If she knew 
the real reason why the fruit of the 
apple tree had been forbidden her. 
She was all curiosity at once. "Be- 
cause," explained the serpent, "the 
apples are wanted for Adam's second 
•wife." 


Eve was sure he was lying—for was 


not she the only woman in the world? 
"No," said the serpent, "you are not. 
Come to the corner of the garden to- 
morrow and I will show you another 
woman" The next day she came to 
the place appointed.

Long Famed at a Storehouse of Folk- 


lore and Fairy Legends—On 


Devil's Bit Mountain. 


Recent news dispatches from Ire- 


land contained the story of an ambush 
and battle between Sinn Fieners and 
crown forces In the Slieve-na-mon 
country, County Tipperary. 


To those who have read and studied 


the history of Ireland the name will 
strike a familiar chord. 


The valley of Slieve-na-mon Is a 


country rich In historical Interest 
Many of the stirring events which 
grace the annals of Irish history hare 
been enacted there. 
Perhaps in no 


other section of southern Ireland will 
you find such a wealth of historic 
events, such a storehouse of folklore 
and fairy legends and such typically 
Irish people as you will find in this 
section. 


It was here in 1848 that Smith 


O'Brien and the Young Irish party 
gathered their forces; it was here a 
pitched battle took place between them 
and the royal Irish constabulary and 
the British military, and it was hers 
occurred many of the stirring event* 
of the Fenian rebellion, 


The valley of Slieve-na-mon is so- 


called from the mountain of that 
name which at times towers aloft, 
cold dark and repellant, but when 
clothed in the soft gray mists of early 
morning or bathed in the glamor of 
an Irish sunset is truly a sight to 
gladden the senses. The valley em- 
braces part of that section of Tipper- 
ary called the Golden \ale of Mun- 
ster, said to be the richest farming 
land in all Ireland. 


Away to 1he northeast is the fa- 


mous Devil's Bit mountain, another of 
the Galtee range. It was on this Xloun- 


1 tain that Cioimvell is said to have 
stcod v\hen he turned to his soldiers 
and said: "This is indeed a land well 
worth fighting for." 


The sides of the mountain are very 


steep and the climb a hard one, but 
the view well repay? for the trouble. 
Away to the noith a vision of won- 
derful blue hills and little greetf val- 
leys, and afar off a glimpse of the 
lordly Shannon and to the south the 
beautiful Golden vale dotted over with 
little whitewashed cottages and farm- 
houses. Further south Is the famous 
Rock of Cashel, the seat of the kings 
of Munster, a very interesting series 
of ruins and well worthy a visit. 


There is a story attached to every 


place of note In Ireland, and it goes 
without saying that the Devil's Bit has 
one. 
If you visit any of the peasant 


homes in the valley, the woman of 
the house will tell you this story 
as she bustles about preparing you a 
cup of tea: 


One day, the devil, through mis- 


take, landed in the Emerald isle and, 
having lost his way, became very 
hungry. 
He dare not enter any peas- 


ant's cabin and ask for food or shel- 
ter, 
for he knew that few and far 


between were the homes where a lit- 
tle wooden cross was not hanging on 
the wall. 


He sat down at tlie foot of the moun- 


tain a while and was sorelj' troubled. 
But on looking up he saw a goat mak- 
ing Ins waj up the rough mountain 
side and instantly he was on his feet. 
He started in hot pursuit, but the goat 
being \erj nimble, as are most of his 
kind seemed to be getting the best of 
the race. 


Em aged with fear of lo-ing his prey 


the ruler of the lower legions let out 
a terrific roar, and opening his huge 
mouth, bit u hole out of the mountain 
side

Milk goat experiments in grading 


up from native and grade Toggenburg 
and Saanen does with purbred Swiss 
bucks, begun m 1911, were continued 
last year by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, at the govern- 
ment experimental farm at Beltsville, 
Md. The flock comprises 20 does and 
eight kids of one-half, three-fourths, 
seven-eighths 
and fifteen-sixteenths

per doe in 1919 was 3.92 pounds, an 
increase of 2.42 pounds over the yield 
of the ten selected native does which 
formed the foundation stock of the 
herd. The highest milk yield for an 
Individual doe in one day is 8.6 
pounds. For 1919 the flock showed I 
an average of 3.7 per cent butterfat.'

Even greater efficiency is se- 
cured in very dry sections where the 
combined harvester is used, which 
cuts, threshes and sacks the grain in 
cue operation.

Thousand Island French Dressing. 
Prepare the usual French dressing, 


using the juice of one-fourth of a 
lemon instead of vinegar; add the 
juice of one-fourth of an orange, one- 
half teaspoonful of onion juice, one- 
half tablespoonfuL of finely-chopped 
parsley, four sliced olives, one-half 
teaspoonful of Worcestershire sauce, 
and one-eighth teaspoonful of mu"- 
tnrd. To this may be added chopped 
red and green peppers, and Spanish 
cnion finely minced, if the onion Is 
not objectionable.

WORK IS CUT DOWN 


The state board 
of health now 


faces the unpleasant task of reducing 
the scope of work formerly carried on 
by the board in order to keep the 
expenses within the sum that w. s 
allotted them by the legislature. 


It will be 
recalled 
that the last 


legislature reduced the millage one 
half and this reduction was made 
•without an investigation of the needs 
of the board. 


After consideration of the needs of 


the state it is felt necessary to dis- 
continue 
the 
bureau 
of venereal 


diseases which has been conducted 
for diagnosis and treatment at clinics 
In widely separated parts of the state. 
These, were known- as government 
clinics and all of them, twelve in all, 
indigent cases were given! free treat- 
ment for the above named diseases. 


The bureau of child welfare was 


discontinued 
for the present to be 


reorganized 
with 
the 
opening of 


school in fall. 
This, however, does 


not effect the work of the crippled 
children which will continue as at 
present. 


It does not seem possible that it an 


examination as to the needs of the 
state had been made by the legislature 
and what could be done by this de- 
partment they would have made the 
reduction. 


There is not a section of the state 


that has reached the point where all 
needed health work has been done 
and it should be remembered 
that 


"prevention is better than cure and 
far cheaper".

You forget, when you are In Lon- 


don, that you are In the king's capital. 
You forget it in every king's capital 
in the world—except Bangkok, Slam. 
I had not been in my hotel for half 
an hour when'I heard whistles blow- 
Ing and bells ringing and trumpets 
sounding strange fanfares. 
I asked 


my "boy" (he came with my hotel 
room and was my shadow during my 
entire stay In Slam) what the noise 
signified. 
He knelt down and put 


his hands piously together, as cus- 
tom decrees that a servant must do 
when addressing a superior, and made 
me understand in Ms queer, pidgin- 
English that the king was passing by. 


Later, I came to know that the pass- 


ing of the king was not a rare oc- 
currence. 
Often the trumpets an- 


nounced him two or three times a 
day, as he took the route to or from 
the golden-roofed royal palace In the 
center of the city and the audience 
hall two miles distant.

he passed, the highway was lined with 
a prowd eager to pay homage. For 
In Bangkok, a king Is a reality, not 
the mere figurehead that he has come 
to be in most other countries. 


The hotel at .which I stopped was 


owned by the king. So, I found, was 
everything else in Slam, Including the 
Inhabitants, b^-dy and soul. Hama VI 
—Oxford graduate, playwright, poet 
and Jieen administrator—Is perhaps 
the most absolute of all the monarchs 
left on earth.

The next time I see a railway sys- 


tem I am going to make a deep 
Balaam to it—even if it is govern- 
ment owned. Picture a country al- 
most three times the size of France 
without any railroad to speak of. If 
you could float over that territory you 
would see most of the people living 
exactly as their ancestors did in the 
centuries before Christ. 


In seed time you would see men 


plowing with one hand, two oxen and 
what looks like a piece of crooked 
stick, writes Maude Radford Warren 
in the Saturday Evening Port. In 
harvest time yon would see the oxen, 
trampling out the wheat from the 
chaff. You would see mills consist- 
in; of a couple of stones' and a stream 
of water. You would discover In this 
vast area only one waterway, no rlv- 
era to speak of, and but four main 
roads. Of these four only two are 
fully practicable for vehicles, and 
even they do not equal third-class Eu- 
ropean roads. They were made or re- 
paired by foreigners. 
On them you 


may see a few motor cars, also insti- 
tuted by foreigners. And by no means 
do they travel with tie ease and 
cheapness of the cars of the West. 
There is a good telegraph system, but 
letters nowadays take weeks and even 
months to travel from one side of the 
country to another. 


Yju would see no real mines of coal 


or copper, no quarries, no cotton mills 
or clothing factories, no foundries or 
machine shops, no big electrical in- 
stallations: none of the modern im- 
plements that ne westerners con- 
sider essential to pre\ent stagnation. 
It is medieval, tins land, as no coun- 
try can possibly be now adays that lias 
railways, with all which that con- 
notes. Here time does not matter; 
nothing matters. There is but little 
sense of isolation, little consciousness 
of backwardness, little urge of prog- 
ress, little realization of the necessity 
of surveying the country to find out 
its resources, little mpral obligation 
to develop all powers and promises. 


Sometimes resources are not even 


conserved. Wood is appallingly scarce 
and coal seventy-odd dollars a ton, 
and yet many who cut down trees df 
not replant. The industries are sim 
pie—copper and brass work, skin coj 
lecting, tanning, rug weaving, dyeing

vital Importance than teaching, and 
the teacher should be treated as, and 
receive the remuneration of, a valua* 
ble member 
of society. Teaching 


should be made attractive, and every 
means that could Induce people of 
talent, force, energy and charm to 
take up teaching should be used as a 
matter of course, since the community 
a bound to benefit. 


There are some who say that the 


vacations of teachers are longer than 
In the other professions, and this Is 
so. But the work Itself Is extremely 
fatiguing; even with the long vaca- 
tions, many teachers break down In 
what should be the prime of life. 
Then these vacations are often cur- 
tailed by summer work and extension 
work. 


Teaching In America Is largely In 


the hands of women. It is woman's 
duty to see that teaching Is brought 
to its highest efficiency, and that it Is 
made attractive to the- right people. 
Teaching must be better paid or the 
men and women who are most needed 
as teachers will go Into other work.

compound of two Greek words 
meaning "goat" and "song," and 
that a literal translation of the 
original term would be "a song 
of the goat," throws but little 
light upon the modern use of 
the word, until one examines 
the custom lu vogue in ancient 
Greece, particularly in connec- 
tion with the production of 
tragedies. 


Here, though, we find that the 


goat played a central role In 
these entertainments. Not only 
was one of the animals offered 
as a prtie for the best perform- 
ance by the actors but, because 
the goat Is very partial to eat- 
ing grape-vines, and therefore 
an enemy of Bacchus—the pa- 
gan god of wine In whose honor 
the festivals were held—one of 
thenl was sacrificed at each pro- 
duction of a tragedy. 
Further 


to carry out the simile, the ac- 
tors were dressed for the most 
part 
in goat skins, 
because 


many of them posed as mar- 
tyrs, a custom from which we 
obtain our word "satirical." The 
singing of a solemn, melancholic 
song was the signal for the sac- 
rifice of the goat, and It is be- 
cause of this connection that we 
apyly the word "tragedy" Ito 
something which is extremely 
sad, whether on the stage or in 
everyday life.

The Kabyles of northern Africa ar« 


an independent people—as mountain 
dimbers are apt to be. They are not 
Arabs, and are far superior In hon- 
esty and integrity to the Arabs ot 
Algeria. 


Kabyle women go unveiled and en- 


Joy considerable freedom. The peo- 
ple as a whole are said to be de- 
scended from north European races, 
perhaps remotely the same 
from 


which came the ancestors of our own 
Pilgrim Fathers. 
They are white, 


fresh-skinned folk, often blonde. 


At one time they were Christian*. 


Now, although they are nominally 
Mohammedans, they still retain many 
Christian customs, and their legends 
abound in curious distortions of Bible 
tales. 


They have a peculiar version as 


to how Eve came to eat the apple. 
The serpent asked Eve if she knew 
the real reason why the fruit of the 
apple tree had been forbidden her. 
She was all curiosity at once. "Be- 
cause," explained the serpent "the 
apples are wanted for Adam's second 
wife." 


Eve was sure he was lying—for was 


not she the only woman in the world? 
"No," said the serpent, "you are not. 
Come to the corner of the garden to- 
morrow and I will show you another 
woman" The next day she came to 
the place appointed.

Long Famed at a Storehouse of Folk- 


lore and Fairy Legends—On 


Devil's Bit Mountain. 


Recent news dispatches from Ire- 


land contained the story of an ambush 
and battle between Sinn Fieners and 
crown forces in the Slieve-na-mon 
country, County Tipperary. 


To those who have read and studied 


the history of Ireland the name will 
strike a familiar chord. 


The valley of Slieve-na-mon Is a 


country rich in historical Interest 
Many of the stirring events which 
grace the annals of Irish history hare 
been enacted there. 
Perhaps in no 


other section of southern Ireland will 
you find such a wealth of historic 
events, such a storehouse of folklore 
and fairy legends and such typically 
Irish people as you will find hi this 
section. 


It was here in 1848 that Smith 


O'Brien and the Young Irish party 
gathered their forces; it was here a 
pitched battle took place between them 
and the royal Irish constabulary and 
the British military, and it was hers 
occurred many of the stirring event* 
of the Fenian rebellion. 


The valley of Slieve-na-mon Is so- 


called from the mountain of that 
name which at times towers aloft, 
cold dark and repellant, but when 
clothed in the soft gray mists of early 
morning or bathed in the glamor of 
an Irish sunset is truly a sight to 
gladden the senses. The valley em- 
braces part of that section of Tipper- 
ary called the Golden vale of Mun- 
ster, said to be the richest farming 
land in all Ireland. 


Away to Hie northeast is the fa- 


mous Devil's Bit mountain, another of 
the Galtee range. It was on this Moun- 
tain that Ciomnell is said to have 
stcod v\hen he turned to his soldiers 
and said: "This is indeed a land vvell 
worth fighting for." 


Tne sides of the mountain are very 


steep and the climb a hard one, but 
the view well repay? for the trouble. 
Away to the noith a vision of won- 
derful blue hills and little greetf val- 
leys, and afar off a glimpse of the 
lordly Shannon and to the south the 
beautiful Golden vale dotted over with 
little whitewashed cottages and farm- 
houses. Further south Is the famous 
Rock of Cashel, the seat of the kings 
of Munster, a very interesting series 
of ruins and well worthy a visit. 


There is a story attached to every 


place of note In Ireland, and it goes 
without saying that the Devil's Bit has 
one. 
If you visit any of the peasant 


homes in the valley, the woman of 
the house will tell you this story 
as she bustles about preparing you a 
cup of tea: 


One day, the devil, through mis- 


take, landed in the Emerald isle and, 
having lost his way, became very 
hungry. 
He dare not enter any peas- 


ant's cabin and ask for food or shel- 
ter, 
for he knew that few and far 


between were the homes where a lit- 
tle wooden cross was not hanging on 
the wall. 


He sat down at tlie foot of the moun- 


tain a while and vvas sorely troubled. 
But on looking up lie saw a goat mak- 
ing his waj up the rough mountain 
side and instantly lie was on his feet. 
He started in hot pursuit, hut the goat 
being \erj nimble, as are most of his 
kind seemed to be getting the best of 
the raoe.

WORK IS CUT DOWN 


The state board 
of health now 


faces the unpleasant task of reducing 
the scope of work formerly carried on 
by the board in order to keep the 
expenses 
within the sum that w. s 


allotted them by the legislature. 


It will be recalled 
that the last 


legislature reduced the millage one 
half and this reduction was made 
without an investigation of the needs 
of the board. 


After consideration of the needs of 


the state it is felt necessary to dis- 
continue 
the 
bureau 
of 
venereal 


diseases which has been conducted 
for diagnosis and treatment at clinics 
In widely separated parts of the state. 
These, were known- as 
government 


clinics and all of them, twelve in all, 
indigent cases were given: free treat- 
ment for the above named diseases. 


The bureau of child welfare was 


discontinued for the present to be 
reorganized 
with 
the 
opening of 


school in fall. This, however, does 
not effect the work of the crippled 
children which will continue as at 
present. 


It does not seem possible that if an 


examination as to the needs of the 
state had been made by the legislature 
and what could be done by this de- 
partment they would have made the 
reduction. 


There is not a section of the state 


that has reached the point where all 
needed health work has been done 
and it should be remembered 
that 


"prevention is better than cure and 
far cheaper".

Old Earth. 


You forget, when you are In Lon- 


don, that you are in the king's capital. 
You forget it in every king's capital 
In the world—except Bangkok, Slam. 
I had not been in my hotel for half 
an hour when'I heard whistles blow- 
Ing and bells ringing and trumpets 
sounding strange fanfares. 
I asked 


my "boy" (he came with my hotel 
room and was my shadow during my 
entire stay In Siam) what the noise 
signified. 
He knelt down and put 


his hands piously together, as cus- 
tom decrees that a servant must do 
when addressing a superior, and made 
me understand in his queer, pidgin- 
English that the king was passing by. 


Later, I came to know that the pas?- 


lug of the king was not a rare oc- 
currence. 
Often the trumpets an- 


nounced him two or three times a 
day, as he took the route to or from 
the golden-roofed royal palace In the 
center of the city and the audience 
hall two miles distant. 
Every time 


he passed, the highway was lined with 
a prowd eager to pay homage. For 
In Bangkok, a king Is a reality, not 
th« mere figurehead that he has come 
to be in most other countries. 


The hotel at.which I stopped was 


owned by the king. So, I found, was 
everything else in Slam, including the 
Inhabitants, b^-dy and soul. Hama VI 
—Oxford graduate, playwright, poet 
and Jieen administrator—Is perhaps 
the most absolute of all the monarchs 
left on earth. 
(He does not appear 


In the Siamese archives as Rama VI.

Country May Be Said to Have Made 


No Progress Since Dawn of 


the Christian Era. 


The next time I see a railway sys- 


tem I am going to make a deep 
Balaam to it—even if it Is govern- 
ment owned. Picture a country al- 
most three times the size of France 
without any railroad to speak of. II 
you could float over that territory you 
would aee most of the people living 
exactly as their ancestors did in the 
centuries before Christ. 


In seed time you would see men 


plowing with one hand, two oxen and 
what looks like a piece of crooked 
stick, writes Maude Radford Warren 
in the Saturday Evening Port. In 
harvest time yon would see the oxen 
trampling out the wheat from the 
chaff. You would see mills consist- 
In; of a couple of stones' and a stream 
of water. You would discover In this 
vast area only one waterway, no riv- 
ers to speak of, and but four main 
roads. Of these four only two are 
fully practicable for vehicles, and 
even they do not equal third-class Eu- 
ropean roads. They were made or re- 
paired by foreigners. 
On them you 


may see a few motor cars, also insti- 
tuted by foreigners. And by no means 
do they travel with the ease and 
cheapness of the cars of the West. 
There Is a good telegraph system, but 
letters nowadays take weeks and even 
months to travel from one side of the 
country to another. 


Y.0U would see no real mines of coal 


or copper, no quarries, no cotton mills 
or clothing factories, no foundries or 
machine shops, no big electrical In- 
stallations : none of the modern im- 
piONements that «e westerners con- 
sider essential to pre\ent stagnation. 
It is medieval, this hind, as no coun- 
try cau possibly be nowadays that has 
railways, with all which that con- 
notes. Here time does not matter; 
nothing matters. There is but little 
sense of isolation, little consciousness 
of backwardness, little urge of prog- 
ress, little realization of the necessity 
of surveying the country to find out 
its resources, little mpral obligation 
to develop all powers and promises. 


Sometimes resources are not even 


conserved. Wood is appallingly scarce 
and coal seventy-odd dollars a ton, 
and yet many who cut down trees dp, 
not replant. The industries are sim- 
ple—copper and brass work, skin coj- 
lecting, tanning, rug weaving, dyeing. 
The one great industry, oil weilSj 8 
under the control of foreign powe& 
And If tlie tentative observations oi 
outsiders are to be trusted, the coun- 
try' Is amazingly rich in oils, In min- 
erals. Including coal and iron, and la 
parts its agricultural products are 
abundant and of first quality.

Mystery Grass. 
„ 


In England a mysterious grass 


which grows m muddy flat land and 
bears the name of Spartina Town- 
sendi, is giving the scientists "furt 
ously to think" just at the moment. 
This reedlike grass was first observed 
in 1870 in Southampton Water, but 
for many years It attracted little at- 
tention except from botanists. 
Lat- 


teily, however, it has started to grow 
at a positively alarming rate. It has 
spread 
rapidly over the 
mud-flats 


about its* place of origin, until now it 
occupies dozens of square miles. It 
has a remarkable capacity for holding 
mud, 
and in this respect it acts as a 


protector of the coast-line and a re- 
claimer of land. 
This is all right in 


some districts. 
On the other hand, in 


such places as Pdole Harbor the chan- 
nels are in danger of becoming choked 
by it, because by matting the mud 
together it prevents the scour of the 
tide from carrying it out to sea. If 
this danger can be counteracted, the 
new grass may be useful as a food for 
stock and as raw material for paper. 


Improved Fuel Oil Engine. 


A Louisiana inventor has succeeded 


in developing a new fuel oil engme-of 
semi-Diesel design, in which the ex- 
cessively high compressions of this, 
type aie eliminated, sajs Popular Me- 
chanics Magazine. Owing to the use 
of an improved fuel-injection jet and 
a method of preheating the oil, it is 
claimed that the power impulses are 
smooth expansions rather than abrupt, 
racking explosions, and that, for this 
reason, the engine can be built light- 
er than existing models of heavy oil 
burners, making It suitable for in- 
stallation in passenger automobiles 
and motortrucks. 


Schools and Museum Co-operate. 
Natural history study in Cleveland, 


0., will be enhanced by affiliation of 
the public schools with the museum 
of natural history to be established 
in that city. At consultations of the 
museum director, the superintendent 
of schools and the staff of each, ten- 
tative plans were formed by which 
'the resources of the museum may be 
utilized by the school children. The 
imfeeum probably will not be built 
'for" two or three years. 


Dismisses Women Teachers. 


Women teachers are no longer em- 


ployed in French schools for hoys. 
The authorization to employ them, 
granted during the war, has been with- 
drawn, because the return to normal 
life has rendered men teachers avail- 
able.
